Qu6s.  Both  the  Guidebook  and  Standard  Catalogue  soy  that  t! 
Confederacy  minted  half-dollars  and  double  eagles  at  the  N« 
Orleons  mint  from  legular  U.  S.  dies.  Is  there  ony  woy  to  tell  the 
from  the  coins  struck  while  the  mint  wos  still  under  Federal  contri 
ond  whot  are  the  CSA-minted  coins  worth  in  proportion  to  the  latte 
L.  S.,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Ans.  The  only  1861-0  half-dollars  we  con  prove  were  struck  by  t| 
Confederacy  from  U.  S.  dies  ore  those  from  the  some  obverse  d 
thot  was  used  on  the  two  known  original  Proof  Confederate  (Pattern 
half-dollars.  This  obverse  is  distinguished  by  a die  crack  from  ed| 
to  bridge  of  nose  passing  close  to  seventh  star,  and  in  this  cracked  col 
dition  It  was  used  to  strike  the  four  CSA  Patterns.  We  also  find  ' 
on  half-dollars  of  the  regular  U.  S.  A.  type  (Beistle  5-D),  and  i 
some  of  these  there  appear  addit'onal  cracks  through  some  stars  i 
left  and  right.  This  proves  that  the  Confederacy  struck  these  hal 
dollars  in  April-May  1861,  after  they  had  made  the  four  origina 
with  the  CSA  reverse.  The  reverse  has  a rather  faint  line  borderip 
all  outer  surfaces  of  the  eagle,  leaves,  arrows,  etc.,  and  some  lette 
appear  ^^ut.  (We  have  not  yet  seen  this  die  with  any  other  obvers 
but  such  a muling  would  of  necessity  also  be  attributable  to  tf 
eSAJ  I he  halves  with  the  obverse  described  are  extremely  rar 
specimens  having  sold  for  $50  twenty  years  ago,  and  to  comparab 
hgures  of  late.  From  the  amounts  of  half-dollars  coined  at  Na 
Orleans  in  1861  (330,000  for  the  USA;  1,240,000  for  Louisiar 
under  the  CSA,  and  962,633  for  the  CSA)  it  appears  that  the  od< 
are  about  7 to  1 that  any  given  1861-0  coin  was  actually  mac 
under  Confederate  authority;  but  with  the  exception  of  the  rari' 
described  above,  there  is  no  way  to  prove  the  origin  of  any  1861-i 
half-dollar.  The  dies  had  been  made  in  Philadelphia  late  in  186 
and  sent  to  the  New  Orleans  mint,  and  the  silver  bullion  melted,  r^ 
fined,  standardized  and  formed  into  planchets  did  not  appear  to  suff^ 
any  alteration  m quality  or  weight  by  reason  of  the  transfer  of  tH 
mint  to  the  CSA,  as  all  the  old  mint  personnel  were  retain^ 
after  swearing  allegiance  to  the  Confederacy.  Interestingly  enougl 
Director  Snowden  repeatedly  tried  to  induce  the  government 
repudiate  the  entire  1861-0  half-dollar  coinage  because  of  tH 
non-return  and  putative  use  of  the  dies  by  the  Confederacy  but  m 
have  no  record  that  he  succeeded. 

u T T double-eagles,  there  is  no  direct  evidence.  Those 

'ssued  by  order  of  the  CSA  (9,750  for  Louisiail 
and  2,991  for  the  CSA  against  5,000  of  Federal  mintage)  are  in  gol 
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ull  weight  but  of  atypical  color,  unlike  the  1860-0  twenties,  and 
struck  from  very  worn  dies.  The  small  mintage  under  Federal 
Tority  could  hardly  have  worn  the  dies  down  so  much.  Though  the 
y was  not  assigned  any  value,  it  was  rather  rigidly  standardized 
common  mint  practice  under  instruction  from  successive  Mint 
?ctors  in  Philadelphia.  Under  the  Confederacy  it  is  altogether  pos- 
e that  this  rule  (67  parts  copper,  33  parts  pure  silver  per  hundred 
dloy)  might  have  been  less  rigidly  adhered  to;  or  the  gold  brought 
night  have  come  from  different  sources.  Either  explanation  could 
ount  for  the  atypical  color.  We  have  seen  too  few  of  either  type  of 
5I-O  double  eagle  to  say  which  is  rarer,  but  believe  that  the  coins 
n worn  dies,  which  are  presumably  Confederate  issues,  would 
'.mand  an  additional  premium  in  the  eyes  of  collectoi^  of  Ccn- 
erate  items.  The  same  presumably  holds  true  of  the  1861-C  hoif- 
les  from  worn  dies  which  are  probably  among  the  887  issued  by 
Confederacy. 

Sues.  From  the  first  issue  of  Numismo,  I gather  that  you  consider 
P and  S 1861  Double  Eagles  with  Paquet  reverse  the  rarest  of 
series.  Have  you  not  forgotten  the  famous  1 849  which  is  unique 

1 for  which  Woodin  allegedly  offered  $35,000?  R.  l\,  Portland,  Ore. 
Ans.  The  1849  is  not  a coin  of  regular  issue,  but  a pattern;  its 
^erse  differs  from  that  adopted.  Nor  is  it  unique,  as  there  were  six 
eight  impressions  made  in  gold,  plus  the  brass  gilt  restrike.  One  of 
' goldpieces  was  placed  in  the  Mint  Cabinet,  another  was  given 
Treasury  Secretary  W.  M.  Meredith,  the  others  being  retained  by 
inklin  Peale;  but  these  have  not  yet  been  located.  It  does  not 
irefcre  mean  very  much  to  compare  this  with  the  Paquet  pieces. 

Ques,  Why  do  you  call  the  1804  dollar  with  O over  right  half  of 
ud  the  "first  type"  or  "original,"  when  it  has  the  same  reverse 
as  the  restrikes  of  1801-2-3?  E.  T Floral  Park,  A.  i. 

Ans  This  is  the  same  as  askinq  for  evidence  that  the  Class  I 1 804's 
re  made  before  the  Class  M's  and  Ill's.  There  are  two  major 
3uments,  one  of  which  was  only  recently  discovered.  First,  all  the 
■04's  which  can  be  traced  back  to  the  1 840's  have  the  original 
^erse — namely,  the  Stickney-Eliasberg  dollar  (1843),  the  Mint 
=cimen  (1842),  the  Mickley-Appleton  dollar  (before  1850),  and 

2 Parmelee-Byrcn  Reed  dollar  (during  Polk's  administration,  i.e. 

H5-9).  None  of  the  second  type  can  be  traced  to  a date  earlier 
an  1858.  Second,  a comparison  of  the  obverses  of  the  known  1804  s 
icioses  that  the  obverse  die  gave  way  in  the  center.  The  Cla^  I 
liars  mentioned  above  show  the  die  perfect  and  details  sharp.  The 
Hors  with  second  reverse,  including  the  plain-edged  one  ir\  the 
int  Cabinet,  the  Chase  Bank  coin,  and  the  Davis  piece,  all  plainly 
ow  that  the  die  has  begun  to  give  way  in  the  center,  so  that  the 
ris  are  indistinct  in  that  area.  As  for  why  the  first  reverse  of  the 
!04's  was  used  on  the  1801-2-3  restrikes,  the  explanation  is  most 
obably  that  this  die  was  mislaid  in  the  late  1850's  (occasioning  the 
anufacture  of  the  second  reverse  for  the  1 804's  made  ' 

id  was  rediscovered  in  the  late  1 860's  or  1 870's  when  the  1 801  "2-3 
strikes  were  fabricated.  This  die  shows  unmistakable  evidence  of 
]ving  been  then  polished  to  a gloss  it  never  had  in  1 838-42  or  when- 
er  it  was  first  used;  the  finish  on  these  restnkes  is  entirely  unlike 
at  on  the  1 804's  of  first  type. 

Ques.  What  ore  the  mint-mark  variations  on  Darber  and  Mercury 

mes os  the  '45  with  large  or  small  S,  etc.?  F.  A.  A.,  Paterson,  A . .1 . 

Ans.  Dies  used  at  the  branch  mints,  on  all  denominations  including 
mes  were  made  and  mintmarked  at  Philadelphia,  and  the  punches 
;ed  were  changed  as  they  wore  out.  The  most  marked  variations  in 
,e  dimes  since  1892  have  been  the  1905-0  which  comes  with 
edium  0 (normal)  and  microscopic  0;  the  1928-S,  1941-S  and 
545-S  with  large  and  small  S.  The  large  S of  1928  and  the  small 
Qf  1945  are  atypical,  the  former  apparently  rare;  but  all  denomina- 
ons  struck  in  1941  at  San  Francisco  appear  to  come  with  both  large 
nd  small  S In  general  other  variations  than  those  mentioned,  tor 
,e  late  period,  will  be  very  minor  and  of  no  great  importance.  The 
,ost  fertile  (and  still  largely  unexplored)  field  of  varying  sizes  ot 
lintmarks  can  be  found  in  the  silver  coinages  from  1838  to  about 
877  We  have  seen  such  anomalies  as  the  three  different  sizes  ot 
lintmark  S on  half-dollars  c.  1858-63,  the  microscopic  S's  on  halves 
I the  late  1 860's,  the  1877-S  quarter  dollar  with  S cu t over  hori- 
Dntal  S.  There  is  also  at  hand  a possibly  unique  1854-0  quarter 
allar  with  an  immense  mintmark,  about  the  size  of  the  5 in  date. 
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Ques.  I see  that  the  new  Standard  Catalogue  lowers  the  boom  1 
rnost  of  the  Morgan  dollars.  Since  your  staff  assisted  in  the  compi 
tion  of  this  reference  work,  what  mint  mork  do  they  consider  I 
rarest  in  the  Morgan  series?  F.  M.,  Chicago,  111. 

Ans.  As  of  this  dote,  next  to  the  1895  Philadelphia,  we  woi 
nominate  1 880-CC  in  strictly  Unc.  condition  for  the  title  of  ror 
Morgan,  other  than  proofs.  Nobody  has  yet  turned  up  a bog  full,  a 
this  dote  is  offered  less  frequently  than  the  highly  touted  1893 
1903-0,  etc.
